Don’t underestimate what this could mean with an established precedent, my own* What 
could be involved here with not a great amount of work on the part of the lawyer could 
easily be a quarter of a million dollars* Plus a precedent that could be of incalculable 
value to millions of other people and a who 50 new legal career for him* But everyone is 
so centered on the immediate buck he is blind 0 

Prom such things wo go to the picayune. We were defrauded of SI 50 last year by a gu£ 
who "fixed" our TV aerial* He put up a new one saying the old was corroded*, Hot untili 
later, when I had to move it (fortunately he didn t take it away) did I find there was 
nothing wrong but a broken leadin wire! He lias toyed with us for a year on replacing it. 

He fiivdly put the oM one back and we liave a better picture than with his new aerial* 

But it was still not good* iind with both of us having bad eyes and qil's glaucoma? 3o, 

I had another man come out, one described as honest to me, and the first thing we discovered 
when he was seeing wliat he lias to do is that with a whole year of fooling around the crook 
had the UHF aerial connected to VHP and vice versa! Meanwhile, Crook also fixed the hi-fi 
so it wouldn't play at all, meaning we liave been without decent music for a year. He lias 
had it for six weeks now, was supposed to liave returned it Monday, and we haven* t heard* 

On and one with such petty stuff that is significant to us* I'll have to sue him as my owwn 
lawyer and I will. The county blocked the flow of water from our lane, promised to correct 
it and in a year and a half liasn't* Last winter was mild or we’d have been blocked in©

And with it all, having to spend time on such tilings when there is so much to do! 

V/hat I was doing when Lil road your letter was trying to get a plumber to come here 
to give me an estimate on some repairs we paid for before we moved in! We’ve libed with leaking 
pipes and pons that liave to ve dumped every couple of days for five years all but seven days, 
ibid the air valve oh the water tank (does this mean any tiling to the former farm boy? ) has 
been bad for about a year. Periodically I drain the tank and pump it full or air with a 
tire pump, by hand. But the damned pump runs so much that out electric bill for last month 
was actually J72*00. It will be less during the heating season because the pump on the 
swimlng pool will not be running in a day or two. Vie can still use it. ifLso good medicine. 

And t were is a leak in the pool I’ve not found. Unless 1 keep it full of water the winter’s 
freezing will cave the sides in. Vie liave a friend in the business, but all summer we liave 
not been able to get him to come and see if he can find it. Until we find it we can’t 
get it fixed. And with the winters here, there are times when water will turn to ice before 
it can go the 20 feet to the pool* Assuming the water supply inside the house doesn’t jioop 
out from use* The pump and tank are 20 years old. 

If tliis is not all, it is enough to tell you how much more meaning your thoughtfulness 
means to us when these are some of the circumstances of our lives. Jind when you remember 
that all of those of means, not people like you who have to work for their living, have 
found some wa y of costing us when we do tilings for them.
